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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the claims as finally rejected do not distinguish 
over the cited prior art. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's 
argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In 
this case, motivation can be found in both the references themselves and in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. First, Hansen teaches that the polarizer should be arranged to reduce astigmatism and be substantially free of geometric 
distortions and, therefore, surfaces of the substrates should be flat and parallel (pars. 135-138). Hence, one of ordinary skill would 
recognize that the either the grid elements would need to provide such support or spacers would be needed. Second, arrangements 
including spacers are well known in the art and spacers are applied for similar reasons to those of Hansen (see, e.g. Florence (US Patent 
Application Publication 2003/0112510) as cited in the PTO-892 dated 11/01/2005).. 
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
